When you see a foldboater going 
through the rapid holding his paddle up 
in the air you must realize that this 
movie was made several years ago before 
we learned to keep our paddles in the 
water." As you stusy the style of the 
experts you will discover that holding 


the paddle up in the air is indeed a 


mark of inexperience. 

The expert, reading the a ineres before 
him in the water, will have one paddle 
blade or the other in the water and be 
prepared to use it to correct the point— 


ing of his boat or to brace and prevent 


overturning. The paddle will normally | 
be in the water on the side where he an- 
ticipates the possible need fer a brace. 
There are two important reasons for not 


holding the paddle high in the air—_ 


oe to minimize loss of time in apply- 
g the stroke or brace; and second, to 
Ea the center of gravity low. Holdin 


the paddle high in the air decreases 


stability. 

Another mark of the expert is a for- 
ward lean at the waist. When actively 
paddling in rough water the skilled 


foldboater will not be leaning against. 


his back rest. Instead, he will be lean- 


ing somewhat forward poised and alert, 


ready to apoly himself energetically ac~ 
cording to the requirements of the situ- 
ation. His control of the boat is es— 
tablished through his seat and his knees 
which are braced so that there will be 
no slipping around, It is as important 
to have a secure relationship between 
the boatman and his boat as it is for a. 
skier to have a secure fit between his
